General Source Description

Davis Junction Landfill is located at 8900 Highway 251, Davis
Junction, Illinois 61020. The source is a closed MSW landfill.
In addition, the source has accepted Hazardous Waste.

Landfill gas emissions from the source are generated from the
decomposition of materials deposited in the landfill. Landfill
gas is composed primarily of methane and carbon dioxide. A small
percentage of other constituents present in the gas include
hydrogen sulfide and nonmethane organic compound(s) (NMOC). At
the time of issuance of this permit, a landfill gas collection
and control system (i.e., enclosed flare and a gas to energy
facility) for methane and NMOC control has been installed.

The flare is owned by BFI Waste Systems of N.A., Inc. and
operated by Gas Recovery Services of Illinois, Inc. The Gas to
Energy Facility is owned and operated by Gas Recovery Systems of
Illinois, Inc., I.D. No. (141017AAE) (See CAAPP Application No.
(02110007)) .

3.2 Compliance with Applicable Requirements

Insignificant activities are subject to applicable requirements
notwithstanding status as insignificant activities. 1In
particular, in addition to regulations of general applicability,
such as 35 IAC 212.301 and 212.123 (Condition 5.2.2), the
Permittee shall comply with the following requirements, as
applicable:

3.2.1 For each cold cleaning degreaser, the Permittee shall
comply with the applicable equipment and operating
requirements of 35 IAC 215.182, 218.182, or 219.182.

3.2.2 For each particulate matter process emission unit, the
Permittee shall comply with the applicable particulate
matter emission limit of 35 IAC 212.321 or 212.322. For
example, the particulate matter emissions from a process
emission unit shall not exceed 0.55 pounds per hour if the
emission unit’s process weight rate is 100 pounds per hour
or less, pursuant to 35 IAC 266.110.



For each organic material emission unit that uses organic
material, e.g., a mixer or printing line, the Permittee
shall comply with the applicable VOM emission limit of 35
IAC 215.301, 218.301, or 219.301, which requires that
organic material emissions not exceed 8.0 pounds per hour
or do not qualify as photochemically reactive material as
defined in 35 IAC 211.4690.

Addition of Insignificant Activities

3.3.1

The Permittee is not required to notify the Illinois EPA
of additional insignificant activities present at the
source of a type that is identified in Condition 3.1,
until the renewal application for this permit is
submitted, pursuant to 35 IAC 201.212(a).

The Permittee must notify the Illinois EPA of any proposed

This permit is issued based on the source requiring a
CAAPP permit because the source is subject to a standard,
limitation, or other requirement under Section 111 (NSPS)
or Section 112 (HAPs) of the CAA for which USEPA requires
a CAAPP permit, or because the source is in a source
category designated by the USEPA, pursuant to 40 CFR
70.3(a) (2), (3), and (5) (40 CFR 70.3 Applicability)
[Section 39.5(2) (a) (1i) and (iv) of the Act].

This permit is issued based on the source not being a
major source of HAPs.

For purposes of the CAAPP, Davis Junction Landfill is
considered a single source with Gas Recovery Systems of
Illinois, Inc., (I.D. No. 141017AAE, CAAPP Application No.
02110007), located at 8900 Highway 251, Davis Junction,
Illinois. The source has elected to obtain separate CAAPP
permits for these locations.

It should be noted that Gas Recovery Systems of Illinois,
Inc. is a separate entity, which has contracted with BFI
Waste Systems of N.A., Inc., to use the gas generated from
the Davis Junction landfill in its landfill gas to energy
facility. Based on the definitions found in 35 IAC
211.6130 (Source), 40 CFR 52.21(b) (5) and (6) (Stationary
Source and Building, Structure, Facility, or Installation,
respectively), and 40 CFR 70.2 (Major Source), Illinois
EPA has determined that the two facilities are a single
source.

The Gas to Energy Facility is owned and operated by Gas
Recovery Systems of Illinois, Inc., I.D. No. (141017AAE)
(See CAAPP Application No. (02110007)).

Enclosed Flare is owned by BFI Waste Systems of N.A.,
Inc., (David Junction Landfill I.D. #141821AAI), and
operated by Gas Recovery Systems of Illinois, Inc. (I.D.
#141017AAE) .

212.123(b) and 212.124.

If the source is required to have an episode action
plan pursuant to 35 IAC 244.142, the Permittee shall
maintain at the source and have on file with the
Illinois EPA a written episode action plan (plan) for
reducing the levels of emissions during yellow
alerts, red alerts, and emergencies, consistent with
safe operating procedures. The plan shall contain
the information specified in 35 IAC 244.144.

The Permittee shall immediately implement the
appropriate steps described in this plan should an
air pollution alert or emergency be declared.

If a change occurs at the source which requires a
revision of the plan (e.g., operational change,
change in the source contact person), a copy of the
revised plan shall be submitted to the Illinois EPA
for review within 30 days of the change. Such plans
shall be further revised if disapproved by the
Illinois EPA.

For sources required to have a plan pursuant to 35
IAC 244.142, a copy of the original plan and any
subsequent revisions shall be sent to:

i. Illinois EPA, Compliance Section; and

ii. For sources located in Cook County and outside

5.5.2 Emissions of Hazardous Air Pollutants

This permit is issued based on the emissions of HAPs as
listed in Section 112 (b) of the CAA not being equal to or
exceeding 10 tons per year of a single HAP or 25 tons per
year of any combination of such HAPs, so that this source
is considered a minor source for HAPs.

5.5.3 Other Source-Wide Emission Limitations

The Permittee shall comply with the following source wide
limits:

a. This permit is issued based on the total emissions
from the source, i.e., the landfill (Davis Junction
Landfill (ID # 141821AATI)) and the adjacent landfill
gas cogeneration/control facility (Gas Recovery
Systems of Illinois, Inc. (ID #141017AAE)), not
exceeding the following limitations:

The limits on NOx and CO are limitations established in
this permit, pursuant to 40 CFR 52.21, Prevention of
Significant Deterioration (PSD). These limits ensure
that the construction and/or modification addressed in
the aforementioned Permit does not constitute a new
major source or major modification pursuant to Title I
of the CAA, specifically the federal rules for
Prevention of Significant Deterioration (PSD), 40 CFR
52.21. See Condition 7.1.6 [TIN].

Compliance with annual limits shall be determined on
a monthly basis from the sum of the data for the
current month plus the preceding 11 months (running
12 month total).

b. The above limits are established based upon the MSW
landfill’s emissions being controlled as described in
Section 7.0.

Total annual emissions on a calendar year basis for
the emission units covered by Section 7 (Unit
Specific Conditions) of this permit.
5.6.2 Retention and Availability of Records

All records and logs required by this permit shall be
retained for at least five years from the date of
entry (unless a longer retention period is specified
by the particular recordkeeping provision herein),
shall be kept at a location at the source that is
readily accessible to the Illinois EPA or USEPA, and
shall be made available for inspection and copying by
the Illinois EPA or USEPA upon request.

The Permittee shall retrieve and print, on paper
during normal source office hours, any records
retained in an electronic format (e.g., computer) in
response to an Illinois EPA or USEPA request for
records during the course of a source inspection.

The MSW landfill is a closed landfill. An active gas
collection control system collects methane generated in
the landfill and is routed to a gas to energy facility
that is owned and operated by Gas Recovery Systems of
Illinois, Inc. The enclosed flare is owned by Davis
Junction Landfill and is operated by Gas Recovery Systems
of Illinois, Inc.

a. The "affected landfill" for the purpose of these
unit-specific conditions, is the MSW Landfill
described in Conditions 7.1.1 and 7.1.2.

b. The affected landfill is subject to the emission
limits identified in Condition 5.2.2.

B. Each Permittee seeking to comply with
Condition 7.1.3(c) (ii) (C) using an
enclosed combustor shall calibrate,
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maintain, and operate according to the
manufacturer's specifications, the
following equipment. [40 CFR 60.756(b) ]

1. A temperature monitoring device
equipped with a continuous recorder
and having a minimum accuracy of *1
percent of the temperature being
measured expressed in degrees
Celsius or 0.5 degrees Celsius,
whichever is greater. A

The
Illinois EPA or USEPA shall review the
information and either approve it, or
request that additional information be
submitted. The Illinois EPA or USEPA may
specify additional appropriate monitoring
procedures.

E. If the Permittee seeks to install a
collection system that does not meet the
specifications in 40 CFR 60.759 or
seeking to monitor alternative parameters

describing the design and operation of
the collection system, the operating
parameters that would indicate proper
performance, and appropriate monitoring
procedures. The Illinois EPA or USEPA
may specify additional appropriate

monitoring procedures. [40 CFR

F. If the Permittee seeks to demonstrate

compliance with Condition 7.1.8(b) (i),
the Permittee shall monitor surface
concentrations of methane according to
the instrument specifications and
procedures provided in Condition
7.1.8(b) (ii). Any closed landfill that
has no monitored exceedances of the
operational standard in three consecutive
quarterly monitoring periods may skip to
annual monitoring. Any methane reading
of 500 ppm or more above background
detected during the annual monitoring
returns the frequency for that landfill
to quarterly monitoring. [40 CFR

Inspections:

A. The date and reason any required
inspection was not performed, including
those inspections that were not performed
due to snow and/or ice cover or
precipitation;

B. The date of each inspection where it was
determined by the Permittee that it was
necessary to implement the control
measures;

C. The dates the control measures were
implemented.

The Permittee shall fulfill the recordkeeping
requirements pursuant to NSPS 40 CFR 60 Subpart WWW:
Standards of Performance for Municipal Solid Waste
Landfills:

Except as provided in 40 CFR
60.752 (b) (2) (1) (B), if the MSW landfill
becomes subject to the provisions of Condition
7.1.3(c), the Permittee shall keep for at
least 5 years up-to-date, readily accessible,
on-site records of the design capacity report
which triggered Condition 7.1.3(c), the
current amount of solid waste in-place, and
the year-by-year waste acceptance rate. O0Off-
site records may be maintained if they are

retrievable within 4 hours. Either paper copy
or electronic formats are acceptable. [40 CFR

Except as provided in 40 CFR
60.752 (b) (2) (1) (B), if the MSW landfill
becomes subject to the control requirements

newly installed collectors as specified

under Condition 7.1.12 (e). [40 CFR

B. Readily accessible documentation of the

nature, date of deposition, amount, and
location of asbestos-containing or
nondegradable waste excluded from
collection as provided in 40 CFR
60.759(a) (3) (1) as well as any
nonproductive areas excluded from
collection as provided in 40 CFR
60.759(a) (3) (i1) . [40 CFR 60.758(d) (2)]

Except as provided in 40 CFR
60.752 (b) (2) (1) (B), if the MSW landfill
becomes subject to the control requirements
under 40 CFR 60 Subpart WWW, the Permittee
shall keep for at least 5 years up-to-date,
readily accessible records of all collection
and control system exceedances of the
operational standards in 40 CFR 60.753, the
reading in the subsequent month whether or not
the second reading is an exceedance, and the
location of each exceedance. [40 CFR
60.758 (e) ]

Any reading of 500 parts per million or more
above background at any location shall be
recorded as a monitored exceedance and the
actions specified in paragraphs (c) (4) (1)
through (v) of this section shall be taken. As
long as the specified actions are taken, the
exceedance is not a violation of the
operational requirements of 40 CFR 60.753(d).
[40 CFR 60.755(c) (4)]
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The location of each monitored exceedance
shall be marked and the location
recorded.

3. The Permittee shall cover the
asbestos-containing waste material
with at least 60 centimeters (2
feet) of compacted nonasbestos-
containing material, and maintain
it to prevent exposure of the

asbestos-containing waste. [40 CFR

B. Unless a natural barrier adequately

deters access by the general public,
install and maintain warning signs and
fencing as required in 40 CFR 61.151 (b),
or comply with 40 CFR 61.151(a) (2) or
(a) (3) . [40 CFR 61.151(b)}

C. The Permittee may use an alternative
control method that has received prior
approval of the Illinois EPA rather than
comply with the requirements of 40 CFR
61.151(a) or (b). [40 CFR 61.151(c)]

7.1.10 Reporting Requirements

The Permittee shall promptly notify the Illinois EPA,
Compliance Section, of deviations of the affected landfill
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with the permit requirements as follows, pursuant to
Section 39.5(7) (f) (ii) of the Act. Reports shall describe
the probable cause of such deviations, and any corrective
actions or preventive measures taken:

Report of any deviation from the applicable permit
requirements of shall be reported to the Illinois EPA
within 30 days of such occurrence. The report shall
include the identity of the requirements for which a
deviation occurred, a description of the deviation,
its probable cause, and any corrective actions or
preventive measures taken [39.5(7) (f) (ii) of the
Act].

The Permittee shall fulfill the reporting
requirements pursuant to NSPS 40 CFR 60 Subpart WWW:
Standards of Performance for Municipal Solid Waste
Landfills:

Except as provided in 40 CFR 60.752(b) (2) (i) (B),

i. The Permittee shall submit an NMOC emission
rate report to the Illinois EPA initially and
annually thereafter, except as provided for in
40 CFR 60.757(b) (1) (1ii) or (b) (3) (See below).
The Illinois EPA may request such additional
information as may be necessary to verify the
reported NMOC emission rate. [40 CFR
60.757 (b) ]

A. The NMOC emission rate report shall
contain an annual or 5-year estimate of
the NMOC emission rate calculated using
the formula and procedures provided in
Condition 7.1.7(a) or (b), as applicable.
[40 CFR 60.757(b) (1)]

1. The NMOC emission rate reports
shall be submitted as part of the
annually emission report, as
required by 35 IAC Part 254 (See
Condition 9.7, except as provided
for in 60.757(b) (1) (ii) and (b) (3).
[40 CFR 60.757 (b) (1) (1) ]

2. If the estimated NMOC emission rate
as reported in the annual report to
the Illinois EPA is less than 50
megagrams per year in each of the
next 5 consecutive years, the
Permittee may elect to submit an
estimate of the NMOC emission rate
for the next 5-year period in lieu
of the annual report. This

estimate shall include the current
amount of solid waste-in-place and
the estimated waste acceptance rate
for each year of the 5 years for
which an NMOC emission rate is
estimated. All data and
calculations upon which this
estimate is based shall be provided
to the Illinois EPA. This estimate
shall be revised at least once
every 5 years. If the actual waste
acceptance rate exceeds the
estimated waste acceptance rate in
any year reported in the 5-year
estimate, a revised 5-year estimate
shall be submitted to the Illinois
EPA. The revised estimate shall
cover the 5-year period beginning
with the year in which the actual
waste acceptance rate exceeded the
estimated waste acceptance rate.
[40 CFR 60.757(b) (1) (ii)]

B. The NMOC emission rate report shall
include all the data, calculations,
sample reports and measurements used to
estimate the annual or 5-year emissions.
[40 CFR 60.757 (b) (2)]

C. The Permittee is exempted from the
requirements of 40 CFR 60.757(b) (1) and
(2), after the installation of a
collection and control system in
compliance with Condition 7.1.3(c) (ii),
during such time as the collection and
control system is in operation and in
compliance with 40 CFR 60.753 and 60.755.
[40 CFR 60.757 (b) (3)]

Upon becoming subject to the provisions of
Condition 7.1.3(c) (ii) (A), the Permittee shall
submit a collection and control system design
plan to the Illinois EPA, Division of Air
Pollution Control, Permit Section within 1
year of the first report required under 40 CFR
60.757(b) in which the emission rate equals or
exceeds 50 megagrams per year, except as
follows: [40 CFR 60.757(c)]

A. If the Permittee elects to recalculate
the NMOC emission rate after Tier 2 NMOC
sampling and analysis as provided in 40
CFR 60.754 (a) (3) and the resulting rate
is less than 50 megagrams per year,
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annual periodic reporting shall be
resumed, using the Tier 2 determined
site-specific NMOC concentration, until
the calculated emission rate is equal to
or greater than 50 megagrams per year or
the landfill is closed. The revised NMOC
emission rate report, with the
recalculated emission rate based on NMOC
sampling and analysis, shall be submitted
within 180 days of the first calculated
exceedance of 50 megagrams per year. [40
CFR 60.757 (c) (1) ]

B. If the Permittee elects to recalculate
the NMOC emission rate after determining
a site-specific methane generation rate
constant (k), as provided in Tier 3 in 40
CFR 60.754(a) (4), and the resulting NMOC
emission rate is less than 50 Mg/yr,
annual periodic reporting shall be
resumed. The resulting site-specific
methane generation rate constant (k)
shall be used in the emission rate
calculation until such time as the
emissions rate calculation results in an
exceedance. The revised NMOC emission
rate report based on the provisions of 40
CFR 60.754(a) (4) (Tier 3) and the
resulting site-specific methane
generation rate constant (k) shall be
submitted to the Illinois EPA, Division
of Air Pollution Control within 1 year of
the first calculated emission rate
exceeding 50 megagrams per year. [40 CFR
60.757 (c) (2) ]

The collection and control system design plan
shall contain the information required under
Condition 7.1.3(c) (ii) and such other
additional information outlined in the USEPA
guidance document Municipal Solid Waste
Landfills, Volume 1: Summary of the
Requirements for New Source Performance
Standards and Emission Guidelines for
Municipal Solid Waste Landfills (See
http://www.epa.gov/ttn/oarpg). The collection
and control system design plan shall be
submitted as part of a construction permit
application for a CAAPP source and a request
for “Administrative Amendment” or “Minor
Permit Modification” of the CAAPP permit (See
Attachment 3 (Section 10.3 of this permit).
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7.1.11

iii. The Permittee shall submit a closure report to
the Illinois EPA, Compliance Section within 30
days of waste acceptance cessation. The
Illinois EPA, Compliance Section may request
additional information as may be necessary to
verify that permanent closure has taken place
in accordance with the requirements of 40 CFR
258.60. If a closure report has been
submitted to the Illinois EPA, Compliance
Section no additional wastes may be placed
into the landfill without filing a
notification of modification as described
under 40 CFR 60.7(a) (4). [40 CFR 60.757(d)]

The Permittee shall notify the Illinois EPA within 30
days of an exceedance of the limits in Conditions
7.1.3, 7.1.5, or 7.1.6. The notification shall
include:

i. Identification of the limit that may have been
exceeded.

ii. Duration of the possible exceedance.

iid. An estimate of the amount of emissions in

excess of the applicable standard.

iv. A description of the cause of the possible
exceedance.
v. When compliance was reestablished.

The Permittee shall submit the following information
along with its annual emission report:

i. A summary of exceedances of the limits in
Conditions 7.1.3 and 7.1.6, if any, which
require notification to the Compliance Section
in accordance with Condition 7.1.10(g).

Operational Flexibility/Anticipated Operating Scenarios

The Permittee is authorized to make the following physical
or operational change with respect to the affected
landfill without prior notification to the Illinois EPA or
revision of this permit. This condition does not affect
the Permittee’s obligation to properly obtain a
construction permit in a timely manner for any activity
constituting construction or modification of the source,
as defined in 35 IAC 201.102:

No inspection shall be necessary for wind erosion
from the surface the landfill when the landfill is
covered with snow and/or ice and for any landfill
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activity if precipitation has occurred that is
sufficient for that day to ensure compliance with the
requirements of Condition 5.2.2(a). Any required
inspection that is not performed due to any of the
above identified events shall be performed as soon as
such event (s) has (have) ended, except if the next
required inspection is within one week.

Corrective action shall be implemented pursuant to a
course of action outlined in the program. Such
corrective action may include but is not limited to
the application of a protective cover on landfill
surfaces, the spraying of surfactant solution or
water on a regular basis, or other equivalent
treatment methods.

If the fugitive particulate matter program fails to
address or inadequately addresses an event that meets
the characteristics of a wind erosion, reentrainment,
or fugitive event but was not included in the program
at the time the Permittee developed the plan, the
Permittee shall revise the program within 45 days
after the event to include detailed procedures for
operating, monitoring, and maintaining the source
during similar events and a program of corrective
action for similar events. The Illinois EPA may
require the Permittee to make changes to the program
if the Illinois EPA finds that the program does not
adequately address a wind erosion, reentrainment, or
fugitive event.

7.1.12 Compliance Procedures

a.

For the purpose of estimating controlled methane,
NMOC, and speciated emissions can be calculated from
the MSW landfill operating data and the USEPA
Landfill Gas Emissions Model (See
http://www.epa.gov/ttn/chief and AP-42, Chapter 2.4).

Flare emissions shall be calculated based on landfill
gas flow and emission factors from the most updated
version of AP-42, or approved alternative
methodology:

Landfill Operations PM emissions shall be calculated
based upon the following emission factors and
operating data:

i. Landfill operation PM emissions shall be
calculated based on operating data and the
emission factors from the most updated version
of AP-42, or approved alternative methodology.

Compliance with 40 CFR 60 Subpart WWW - Standards of
Performance for Municipal Solid Waste Landfills:

i. Except as provided in 40 CFR
60.752(b) (2) (1) (B), the specified methods in
Condition 7.1.12(d) shall be used to determine
whether the gas collection system is in
compliance with 40 CFR 60.752(b) (2) (ii).

GENERAL PERMIT CONDITIONS

Permit Shield

Pursuant to Section 39.5(7) (J) of the Act, the Permittee has
requested and has been granted a permit shield. This permit
shield provides that compliance with the conditions of this
permit shall be deemed compliance with applicable requirements
which were applicable as of the date the proposed permit for this
source was issued, provided that either the applicable
requirements are specifically identified within this permit, or
the Illinois EPA, in acting on this permit application, has
determined that other requirements specifically identified are
not applicable to this source and this determination (or a
concise summary thereof) is included in this permit.

This permit shield does not extend to applicable requirements
which are promulgated after December 4, 2002 (the date of
issuance of the draft permit) unless this permit has been
modified to reflect such new requirements.

Applicability of Title IV Requirements (Acid Deposition Control)

This source is not an affected source under Title IV of the CAA
and is not subject to requirements pursuant to Title IV of the
CAA.

Emissions Trading Programs

No permit revision shall be required for increases in emissions
allowed under any USEPA approved economic incentives, marketable
permits, emissions trading, and other similar programs or
processes for changes that are provided for elsewhere in this
permit and that are authorized by the applicable requirement
[Section 39.5(7) (o) (vii) of the Act].

As of the date of issuance of this permit, there are no such
economic incentive, marketable permit or emission trading
programs that have been approved by USEPA.

Operational Flexibility/Anticipated Operating Scenarios
8.4.1 Changes Specifically Addressed by Permit

Physical or operational changes specifically addressed by

physical or operational change;

iid. Provide a statement of whether or not any New
Source Performance Standard (NSPS) 1is
applicable to the physical or operational
change and the reason why the NSPS does or
does not apply;

iv. Provide emission calculations which
demonstrate that the physical or operational
change will not result in a modification; and

V. Provide a certification that the physical or
operational change will not result in
emissions greater than authorized under the
Conditions of this permit.

Testing Procedures

Tests conducted to measure composition of materials, efficiency
of pollution control devices, emissions from process or control
equipment, or other parameters shall be conducted using standard
test methods. Documentation of the test date, conditions,
methodologies, calculations, and test results shall be retained
pursuant to the recordkeeping procedures of this permit. Reports
of any tests conducted as required by this permit or as the
result of a request by the Illinois EPA shall be submitted as
specified in Condition 8.6.

d. The specific determination of emissions and operation
which are intended to be made, including sampling and
monitoring locations;

e. The test method(s) which will be used, with the
specific analysis method, if the method can be used
with different analysis methods;

f. Any minor changes in standard methodology proposed to

accommodate the specific circumstances of testing,
with justification; and

g. Any proposed use of an alternative test method, with
detailed justification.

Test Reports

The issuance of this permit does not release the Permittee
from compliance with State and Federal regulations which
are part of the Illinois State Implementation Plan, as
well as with other applicable statutes and regulations of
the United States or the State of Illinois or applicable
ordinances, except as specifically stated in this permit
and as allowed by law and rule [Section 39.5(7) (j) (iv) of
the Act].

In particular, this permit does not alter or affect the
following:

a. The provisions of Section 303 (emergency powers) of
the CAA, including USEPA's authority under that
Section;

b. The liability of an owner or operator of a source for

any violation of applicable requirements prior to or
at the time of permit issuance;

c. The applicable requirements of the acid rain program
consistent with Section 408 (a) of the CAA; and

d. The ability of USEPA to obtain information from a
source pursuant to Section 114 (inspections,
monitoring, and entry) of the CAA.

Notwithstanding the conditions of this permit specifying
compliance practices for applicable requirements, any
person (including the Permittee) may also use other
credible evidence to establish compliance or noncompliance
with applicable requirements.

Obligations of Permittee
Duty to Comply

The Permittee must comply with all terms and conditions of
this permit. Any permit noncompliance constitutes a
violation of the CAA and the Act, and is grounds for any
or all of the following: enforcement action, permit
termination, revocation and reissuance, modification, or
denial of a permit renewal application [Section
39.5(7) (o) (1) of the Act].

The Permittee shall meet applicable requirements that
become effective during the permit term in a timely manner
unless an alternate schedule for compliance with the
applicable requirement is established.
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9.2.2 Duty to Maintain Equipment

The Permittee shall maintain all equipment covered under
this permit in such a manner that the performance or
operation of such equipment shall not cause a violation of
applicable requirements.

No person shall cause, threaten or allow the continued
operation of any emission unit during malfunction or
breakdown of the emission unit or related air pollution
control equipment if such operation would cause a
violation of an applicable emission standard, regulatory
requirement, ambient air quality standard or permit
limitation unless such malfunction or breakdown is allowed
by a permit condition [Section 39.5(6) (¢) of the Act].

9.2.4 Disposal Operations

The source shall be operated in such a manner that the
disposal of air contaminants collected by the equipment
operations, or activities shall not cause a violation of
the Act or regulations promulgated thereunder.

9.2.5 Duty to Pay Fees

The Permittee must pay fees to the Illinois EPA consistent
with the fee schedule approved pursuant to Section
39.5(18) of the Act, and submit any information relevant
thereto [Section 39.5(7) (o) (vi) of the Act]. The check
should be payable to "Treasurer, State of Illinois" and
sent to: Fiscal Services Section, Illinois Environmental
Protection Agency, P.0O.

a. Enter upon the Permittee's premises where an actual or
potential emission unit is located; where any regulated
equipment, operation, or activity is located or where
records must be kept under the conditions of this permit;

b. Have access to and copy, at reasonable times, any records
that must be kept under the conditions of this permit;
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Inspect during hours of operation any sources, equipment
(including monitoring and air pollution control
equipment), practices, or operations regulated or required
under this permit;

Sample or monitor any substances or parameters at any
location:

Obtain and remove samples of any discharge or emission of

A maintenance record shall be kept on the premises for
each item of air pollution control equipment. As a
minimum, this record shall show the dates of performance
and nature of preventative maintenance activities.

Records of Changes in Operation

A record shall be kept describing changes made at the
source that result in emissions of a regulated air
pollutant subject to an applicable requirement, but not
otherwise regulated under this permit, and the emissions
resulting from those changes [Section 39.5(12) (b) (iv) of
the Act].

Retention of Records

a. Records of all monitoring data and support
information shall be retained for a period of at
least 5 years from the date of the monitoring sample,
measurement, report, or application. Support
information includes all calibration and maintenance
records, original strip-chart recordings for
continuous monitoring instrumentation, and copies of
all reports required by this permit [Section

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Requirements for Compliance Certification

Pursuant to Section 39.5(7) (p) (v) of the Act, the Permittee shall
submit annual compliance certifications. The compliance
certifications shall be submitted no later than May 1 or more
frequently as specified in the applicable requirements or by
permit condition. The compliance certifications shall be
submitted to the Air Compliance Section, Air Regional Field
Office, and USEPA Region 5 - Air Branch. The addresses for the
submittal of the compliance certifications are provided in
Condition 8.6.4 of this permit.

Certification

Any document (including reports) required to be submitted by this
permit shall contain a certification by a responsible official of
the Permittee that meets the requirements of Section 39.5(5) of
the Act [Section 39.5(7) (p) (1) of the Act]. An example
Certification by a Responsible Official is included as an
attachment to this permit.

Defense to Enforcement Actions
9.10.1 Need to Halt or Reduce Activity Not a Defense

It shall not be a defense for the Permittee in an
enforcement action that it would have been necessary to
halt or reduce the permitted activity in order to maintain
compliance with the conditions of this permit [Section
39.5(7) (o) (ii) of the Act].

9.10.2 Emergency Provision

a. An emergency shall be an affirmative defense to an
action brought for noncompliance with the technology-
based emission limitations under this permit if the
following conditions are met through properly signed,
contemporaneous operating logs, or other relevant
evidence:

i. An emergency occurred as provided in Section
39.5(7) (k) of the Act and the Permittee can
identify the cause(s) of the emergency.
Normally, an act of God such as lightning or
flood is considered an emergency;

ii. The permitted source was at the time being
properly operated;

iii. The Permittee submitted notice of the
emergency to the Illinois EPA within two
working days of the time when emission
limitations were exceeded due to the
emergency. This notice must contain a

iv. During the period of the emergency the
Permittee took all reasonable steps to
minimize levels of emissions that exceeded the
emission limitations, standards, or
regulations in this permit.

b. This provision is in addition to any emergency or
upset provision contained in any applicable
requirement. This provision does not relieve a
Permittee of any reporting obligations under existing
federal or state laws or regulations.

Permanent Shutdown

This permit only covers emission units and control equipment
while physically present at the indicated source location(s).
Unless this permit specifically provides for equipment
relocation, this permit is void for the operation or activity of
any item of equipment on the date it is removed from the
permitted location(s) or permanently shut down. This permit
expires if all equipment is removed from the permitted
location(s), notwithstanding the expiration date specified on
this permit.

Reopening and Reissuing Permit for Cause
9.12.1 Permit Actions

This permit may be modified, reopened, and reissued, for
cause pursuant to Section 39.5(15) of the Act. The filing
of a request by the Permittee for a permit modification,
revocation, and reissuance, or of a notification of
planned changes or anticipated noncompliance does not stay
any permit condition [Section 39.5(7) (o) (iii) of the
Act].
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9.12.2 Reopening and Revision

This permit must be reopened and revised if any of the
following occur [Section 39.5(15) (a) of the Act]:

a. Additional requirements become applicable to the
equipment covered by this permit and three or more
years remain before expiration of this permit;

b. Additional requirements become applicable to an
affected source for acid deposition under the acid
rain program;

C. The Illinois EPA or USEPA determines that this permit
contains a material mistake or inaccurate statement
when establishing the emission standards or
limitations, or other terms or conditions of this

d. The Illinois EPA or USEPA determines that this permit
must be revised to ensure compliance with the
applicable requirements of the Act.

9.12.3 1Inaccurate Application

The Illinois EPA has issued this permit based upon the
information submitted by the Permittee in the permit
application. Any misinformation, false statement or
misrepresentation in the application shall be grounds for
revocation under Section 39.5(15) (b) of the Act.

9.12.4 Duty to Provide Information

The Permittee shall furnish to the Illinois EPA, within a
reasonable time specified by the Illinois EPA any
information that the Illinois EPA may request in writing
to determine whether cause exists for modifying, revoking
and reissuing, or terminating this permit, or to determine
compliance with this permit. Upon request, the Permittee
shall also furnish to the Illinois EPA copies of records
required to be kept by this permit, or for information
claimed to be confidential, the Permittee may furnish such
records directly to USEPA along with a claim of
confidentiality [Section 39.5(7) (o) (v) of the Act].

Severability Clause

The provisions of this permit are severable, and should any one
or more be determined to be illegal or unenforceable, the
validity of the other provisions shall not be affected. The
rights and obligations of the Permittee shall be construed and
enforced as if this permit did not contain the particular
provisions held to be invalid and the applicable requirements
underlying these provisions shall remain in force [Section

Permit Expiration and Renewal

The right to operate terminates on the expiration date unless the
Permittee has submitted a timely and complete renewal
application. For a renewal to be timely it must be submitted no
later than 9 and no sooner than 12 months prior to expiration.
The equipment may continue to operate during the renewal period
until final action is taken by the Illinois EPA, in accordance
with the original permit conditions [Section 39.5(5) (1), (n),
and (o) of the Act].

Attachment 2 - Guidance on Revising This Permit

The Permittee must submit an application to the Illinois EPA
using the appropriate revision classification in accordance with
Sections 39.5(13) and (14) of the Act and 35 IAC 270.302.
Specifically, there are currently three classifications for

revisions to a CAAPP permit. These are:
1. Administrative Permit Amendment;
2. Minor Permit Modification; and

3. Significant Permit Modification.

The Permittee must determine, request, and submit the necessary
information to allow the Illinois EPA to use the appropriate
procedure to revise the CAAPP permit. A brief explanation of
each of these classifications follows.

1. Administrative Permit Amendment
° Corrects typographical errors;
. Identifies a change in the name, address, or phone

number of any person identified in the permit, or
provides a similar minor administrative change at the

source;

. Requires more frequent monitoring or reporting by the
Permittee;

. Allows for a change in ownership or operational

control of the source where no other change in the
permit is necessary, provided that a written
agreement containing a specific date for transfer of
permit responsibility, coverage, and liability
between the current and new Permittees has been
submitted to the Illinois EPA. This shall be handled
by completing form 272-CAAPP, REQUEST FOR OWNERSHIP
CHANGE FOR CAAPP PERMIT; or

. Incorporates into the CAAPP permit a construction
permit, provided the conditions of the construction
permit meet the requirements for the issuance of
CAAPP permits.

2. Minor Permit Modification
° Do not violate any applicable requirement;
. Do not involve significant changes to existing

monitoring, reporting, or recordkeeping requirements
in the permit;
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Do not require a case-by-case determination of an
emission limitation or other standard, or a
source-specific determination of ambient impacts, or
a visibility or increment analysis;

Do not seek to establish or change a permit term or
condition for which there is no corresponding
underlying requirement and which avoids an applicable
requirement to which the source would otherwise be
subject. Such terms and conditions include:

o A federally enforceable emissions cap assumed
to avoid classification as a modification
under any provision of Title I of the CAA; and

o An alternative emissions limit approved
pursuant to regulations promulgated under
Section 112 (i) (5) of the CAA.

Are not modifications under any provision of Title I
of the CAA;

Are not required to be processed as a significant
permit modification; and

Modifications involving the use of economic
incentives, marketable permits, emissions trading,
and other similar approaches.

An application for a minor permit modification shall
include the following:

A description of the change, the emissions resulting
from the change, and any new applicable requirements
that will apply if the change occurs;

The source’s suggested draft permit/conditions;

Certification by a responsible official that the
proposed modification meets the criteria for use of
minor permit modification procedures and a request
that such procedures be used; and

Information as contained on form 271-CAAPP, MINOR
PERMIT MODIFICATION FOR CAAPP PERMIT for the Illinois
EPA to use to notify USEPA and affected States.

Significant Permit Modification

Applications that do not qualify as either minor
permit modifications or as administrative permit
amendments;



. Applications requesting a significant change in
existing monitoring permit terms or conditions;

. Applications requesting a relaxation of reporting or
recordkeeping requirements; and

° Cases in which, in the judgment of the Illinois EPA,
action on an application for modification would
require decisions to be made on technically complex
issues.

An application for a significant permit modification shall
include the following:

° A detailed description of the proposed change(s),
including all physical changes to equipment, changes
in the method of operation, changes in emissions of
each pollutant, and any new applicable requirements
which will apply as a result of the proposed change.
Note that the Permittee need only submit revised
forms for equipment and operations that will be
modified.

The Illinois EPA requires the information on the following
appropriate forms to be submitted in accordance with the proper
classification:

. Form 273-CAAPP, REQUEST FOR ADMINISTRATIVE PERMIT
AMENDMENT FOR CAAPP PERMIT; or

L Form 271-CAAPP, MINOR PERMIT MODIFICATION FOR CAAPP
PERMIT; or

. Form 200-CAAPP, APPLICATION FOR CAAPP PERMIT (for
significant modification).

Application forms can be obtained from the Illinois EPA website
at http://www.epa.state.il.us/air/forms.

Note that the request to revise the permit must be certified for
truth, accuracy, and completeness by a responsible official.

Note that failure to submit the required information may require
the Illinois EPA to deny the application. The Illinois EPA
reserves the right to require that additional information be
submitted as needed to evaluate or take final action on

applications pursuant to Section 39.5(5) (g) of the Act and 35 IAC
270.305.

Attachment 4 - Guidance on Renewing This Permit

Timeliness - Pursuant to Section 39.5(5) (n) of the Act and 35 IAC
270.301(d), a source must submit to the Illinois EPA a complete
CAAPP application for the renewal of a CAAPP permit not later
than 9 months before the date of permit expiration of the
existing CAAPP permit in order for the submittal to be deemed
timely. Note that the Illinois EPA typically sends out renewal
notices approximately 18 months prior to the expiration of the
CAAPP permit.

The CAAPP application must provide all of the following
information in order for the renewal CAAPP application to be
deemed complete by the Illinois EPA:

1. A completed form 200-CAAPP, APPLICATION FOR CAAPP PERMIT.

2. A completed compliance certification for the source. For
this purpose, the Illinois EPA will accept a copy of the
most recent form 401-CAAPP, ANNUAL COMPLIANCE
CERTIFICATION submitted to the Illinois EPA.

3. If this is the first time this permit is being renewed and
this source has not yet addressed CAM, the application
should contain the information on form 464-CAAPP,
COMPLIANCE ASSURANCE MONITORING (CAM) PLAN.

4. Information addressing any outstanding transfer agreement
pursuant to the ERMS.

5. a. If operations of an emission unit or group of
emission units remain unchanged and are accurately
depicted in previous submittals, the application may
contain a letter signed by a responsible official
that requests incorporation by reference of existing
information previously submitted and on file with the
Illinois EPA. The boxes should be marked yes on form
200-CAAPP, APPLICATION FOR CAAPP PERMIT, as existing
information is being incorporated by reference.

b. If portions of current operations are not as
described in previous submittals, then in addition to
the information above for operations that remain
unchanged, the application must contain the necessary
information on all changes, e.g., discussion of
changes, new or revised CAAPP forms, and a revised
fee form 292-CAAPP, FEE DETERMINATION FOR CAAPP
PERMIT, if necessary.

The Illinois EPA will review all applications for completeness

and timeliness. If the renewal application is deemed both timely
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and complete, the source shall continue to operate in accordance
with the terms and conditions of its CAAPP permit until final
action is taken on the renewal application.

Notwithstanding the completeness determination, the Illinois EPA
may request additional information necessary to evaluate or take
final action on the CAAPP renewal application. If such
additional information affects your allowable emission limits, a
revised form 292-CAAPP, FEE DETERMINATION FOR CAAPP PERMIT must
be submitted with the requested information. The failure to
submit to the Illinois EPA the requested information within the
time frame specified by the Illinois EPA, may force the Illinois
EPA to deny your CAAPP renewal application pursuant to Section
39.5 of the Act.
